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The Opera Companion: A Guide for the 
Casual Operagoer, by George Martin. 
Drawings by Everett Raymond Kinstler. 
New York, Dodd, Mead & Co., 1961. xv, 
751p. illus. 25cm. cloth $12.50; to 
schools and libraries, 20 per cent dis- 
count. 

The title accurately describes the na- 
ture of this work. An opera lover himself 
and a director of the Metropolitan Opera 
Guild, the author aims to win friends for 
opera, answer questions about it, and fur- 
nish a background for operagoing some- 
what similar to that which many people 
have for the theater. The Opera Compan- 
ion cannot be compared in scope or treat- 
ment to such works as Encyclopedia of 
the Opera by David Ewen (New York: 
A. A. Wyn, Inc., 1955) reviewed in Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, April 1956 or the 
more comprehensive books of opera plots. 

The book is organized into four parts, 
plus a bibliography, two appendixes, and 
an index. 

In the first part, The Casual Operagoer’s 
Guide, which comprises one fifth of the 
book, one is introduced to such topics as 
the overture, instruments and sounds of 
the orchestra, the aria and voice (includ- 
ing a chapter on the castrati), the claque, 
and the ballet. The section concludes with 
a survey of opera as a form of public en- 
tertainment. This survey begins with the 
first performance of Peri’s Dafne in Flor- 
ence in 1597 and ends with speculation 
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on the future of this form of entertain- 
ment. Instructive examples which help 
clarify the text are frequent. For instance, 
in the chapter Sounds of the Orchestra, the 
description of the sound and shape of each 
instrument is followed by a list of com- 
positions which feature individual instru- 
ments. Finally, Carmen is analyzed in 
terms of its instrumentation. 

The second part of the book is a 37-page 
glossary of some 250 names and musical 
terms. The brief space accorded this sec- 
tion is evidence of the casual nature of the 
glossary. As such its significance is for 
browsing rather than reference. However, 
there is some interesting, although not 
always essential, information difficult to 
locate elsewhere; as, for example, the 
seven lines devoted to Giovanna Baccelli, 
a ballerina of eighteenth-century London 
and Paris and Ernest Newman’s use of 
the word “amphora” to describe certain 
tenors. 

In Part m1, synopses of 47 of the most 
frequently performed operas are given at 
length. These cover an average of ten 
pages and form a substantial part of the 


book, making up three fifths of the text. 


They are arranged chronologically by 
birthdate of composer and under composer 
by date of first production of the work. 
The composer’s own uncut version is fol- 
lowed in each case with the usual cuts 
indicated. A valuable feature in this sec- 
tion is the indication of the average time 
required for the performance of scenes. 
Also, distinctive portions of the opera are 
labeled in boldface and interspersed with- 
in the text of the stories making it easy to 
spot significant parts such as aria, chorus, 
or trio. In many cases the time required 
for these portions is given. Pronunciation 
is given for names of principal characters, 
except when obvious. When operas are 
sung in a foreign language, the synopsis 
of most acts is followed by a vocabulary 


with pronunciation and meaning of nota- 
ble words in the language most commonly 
used for that work. Since the author does 
not expect the casual operagoer to be able 
to read music at sight, he has indicated 
certain key words and phrases recogn‘za- 
ble when sung, rather than the music, as 
an aid in following the performance. 

Psychological overtones and philosophi- 
cal aspects, as well as historical notes add 
value to the stories. The synopsis of 
Parsifal, for example, is preceded by a 
section of over 600 words exploring the 
history and symbolism of the story and 
explaining the controversy that rages for 
and against the opera among opera lovers. 

Briefer treatment is accorded 26 modern 
operas in paragraphs averaging eight to 
ten lines. They are listed alphabetically 
by title, and the information is limited to 
composers, librettists, and a short résumé 
of the story. 

Part Iv contains statistics of the reper- 
tory in some of the world’s opera houses, 
“which are not published elsewhere.” The 
book concludes with a bibliography, two 
appendixes, and an index. The bibliogra- 
phy is described as “a list of books that 
one man has found fun to read” and is an 
invitation for the reader to do likewise. 
The first appendix contains two catalogs 
of operas. The first one is an alphabetical 
arrangement of first performances from 
1597 through 1939, giving composer and 
librettist, as well as date and city. The 
second gives first performances since 1939. 
The most recent premiére noted is that of 
Midsummer Night’s Dream by Benjamin 
Britten in his home town of Aldeburgh, 
England on June 11, 1960. The second 
appendix contains a catalog of operas by 
Mozart, Verdi, Wagner, and Puccini. An 
unusual feature of this section is a short 
outline of basic operatic Italian, chosen 
over French or German, because it is the 
most commonly used and the easiest of

Titles of operas 
and paging when it refers to the synopses 
are given in italics and are usually listed 
under composer with reference from the 
title. 

The line drawings by Everett Raymond 
Kinstler mostly inserted within the text, 
are entertaining as well as instructive 
and are in keeping with the informal style 
of the author. 

The type is clear on paper of good qual- 
ity. The book is well bound with adequate 
margins. The attractive format and the 
entertaining and informative contents of 
The Opera Companion will appeal to the 
interested layman. It is recommended for 
homes and circulating collections in all 
types of libraries, except those for elemen- 
tary grades. Although the last sections do 
contain material that is accurate and of 
value for reference, it will not be needed 
in most reference collections which have 
more comprehensive reference guides.
